OTTAWA INVESTIGATION 


Inquiry Opens Into Causes Recent 
Increased Commodity Costs — 
Flax Seed Payments

OTTAWA, Feb. § 16th. —Investiga- 
tion into the causes of the recent sharp 
rise in prices is quite’ naturally the 
subject of the keenest interest in the 
capital just now. The committee of 
the House of Commons under the 
Minister of National Health and Wel- 
fare, Paul Martin, has got into its job 
with rapidity and with obvious sin- 
cerity. 

During its first sittings, one might 
say the tumble of faliing. prices in the 
U.S. was in.the ears of the members, 
but no economist has been willing to 
prophesy that there will be further 
drops, whether these will be drastic if 
they come, or what indeed will be the 
general course of prices. It is of course 
felt that the peaks have been reached 
and will not be exceeded, but every- 
thing about it is shrouded in un- 
certainty. 

Break in Grain Prices 


The break in prices as reflected in 
Canada has been particularly strong 
in grains, and*many dealers in our 
West have unquestionably felt the 
inch. It is’yzenerally felt that most 
Western farmers so!d their grains at 
good prices. Barley that reached a 
peak of $1.385/8 sank to $1.07 7/8 
and at the time of writing stands at 
$1.11 3/8, oats which hit 95 1/2° sank 
to 72 and are now 74 1/2. The course 
of oil seed cake has been trom $82 
to $68 a ton. It is known that certain 
protein supplies are in good supply 
and some traders will be in a pretty 
unsatisfactory position particularly in 
connection with. fish meal. It is 
understood. that the export market 
may be opened to this product. In 
regard to wheat there isn't any doubt 
but that there has been a considerable 
shift.in the attitude o! a section of the 
public on the value of the stabilization 
of prices through long term contracts. 
Many who have been dubious are 
beginning to wonder if after all the 
stable price for wheat may not work 
out better in the long run. 


No Prophesies 


_ But prophesics on the probable 
course of prices of wheat or any other 
commodity for that matter are just 
now at a discount. The international 
factors bearing on prices, whatever an 
individual country may do, are so 
strong that economists are very cau- 
tious about their predictions. What 
they and everyone else are hoping is 
that erope in prices will not be so 
drastic that they will be disorderly 
and bring about a definite recession 
and also of course that the upwar 
spiral will not be resumed.

The Prices Inquiry 

What the prices inquiry:is after, it 
may be assumed, is to get as clear-a 
picture as possible of the 
impact of outside and domestic forces 
on price increases, to segregate do- 
mestic forces’ and take action to 
counteract their operation, and where 
the effect of outside forces can be 
curbed without injuriously affecting 
the country’s economy, to take neces- 
sary action. The prices committee of 
course is a tast-Anding budy, but with 
the facts established it will be for the 
Government and Pa'liament to take 
necessary steps. The inquiry into 
butter stocks, and who hold them, and 
the bread probe in the Western Prov- 
inces, gives some indication of definite 
lines being followed by the committee. 

This price inquiry is a major under- 
taking, and the scope of its operations 
is widening. It is stated that a great, 
number o1 letters and telegrams are 
coming from producers and consumers 
requesting to be allowed to give evi- 
dence. When the groundwork has been 
lail, those who produce, make, sell 
and consume goods will: be heard by 
i “If there are no 
profiteers, fine—if there are no hvard- 
ers, fine’, the’ chairman Paul Martin 
has stated, but the committee would 
get after “the facts’.

EDMONTON, Alta.—-Strong: op- 
position to any change in present 
regulations forbidding the sale or 
manufacture of oleomargarine in Can- 
ada’ was registered by the Alberta 
Dairvmen’s Association, in a most 
successful convention held here last 
week. Other resolutions opposed day- 
light saving, unless nation-wide; asked 
that Thanksgiving Day be set late in 
November: and urged that all animals 
exhibited at Class “‘A” and “B’’ fairs 
in Alberta be vaccinated or blood 
tested. 

Attended by some 300 delegates, 
the convention and its various sections 
heard a number ot important addresses 
on matters affecting the dairy industry. 
The manufacture of concentrated milk 
products was discussed by D. B. 
Goodwillie of the Federal Department 
of Agriculture, who stated that there 
are now.152 nlants in Canada engaged 
in this branch of the industry, 11 of 
them. in Alberta, 


Dairy Output $46,500,000 


The dairv industry in. Alberta in 
1917,. said Hon. D. B. MaceMillen, 
Minister of Agriculture, had an out- 
turn valued at some $46,500,000. Of 
Canadian Provinces, on!y Alberta and 
B.C. showed increases in percentages 


of first grade butter produced last 
vear, stated W. C. Cameron, of the 
Federal Denartment of Agriculture. 


A six months’ course for prospective 
dairv plant workers was discussed by 
H. R. Thornton of the University of 
Alberta. 

The cost to stockmen of Bang’s 
disease and mastitis—millions of dol- 
lars annually—was- emphasized by 
Dr. FEF. E. Ballantvne, Provincial 
Veterinarian, who urged vaccination 
of all calves against the former disease, 
He spoke to the cattle breeders asso- 
ciation, as did Dr. J. W. Howe, of the 
University, whose subject was the 
importance of a sound breeding pro- 
gram.

These figures are based on studies of producer records 
by Prof. Bartlett and members of the University’s staff. 

Producer A’s herd, with its heavy production during 
November, produced an average of 8,515 pounds of milk 
per cow during the year of the study. While producer B’s 
cows produced heavily on grass pastures of spring and 
summer, they gave less than half as much milk in November 
as in May. Total production of this herd averaged 6,465 
pounds of milk for the year, only about three-fourths. as 
much as producer A’s herd. 


The income from the average cow in produeer B’s 
herd was $106.98, or about two-thirds that of producer 
A’s despite the fact that his herd produced about three- 
fourths as much milk. The bulk of his products were sold 
. the spring and early summer when prices were relatively 
ow. 

In other words, the increased production of 

Fall freshened herds pays an even greater return 

than is indicated by the greater volume. 


Because producer A had a relatively high production 
during the late summer and Fall when prices were at the 
year’s peak and because his total production was greater 
than that of producer B’s, his income for the year averaged 
$550. 65 per cow.

‘The 
fact is, and actual tests indi- 
cate, an entirely different 
story.

The Loose Housing Barn

In comparison with the stanchion 
barn the loose housing type differs 
as follows: 

(1) The cows are free to move about. 
When operated with ample fresh bed- 
ding above a thick, firm layer of straw 
and manure, heat is generated and the 
bed is warm. At Wisconsin it was 
found that even when outside tem- 
peratures were 20 degrees below zero, 
the bedding inthe pen barn wasfrom 40 
to 90 degrees warmer than the bedding 
in the stanchion barn. This in large 
part accounts for the fact that’ high 
producing cows can be housed in an 
open shed, in the coldest weather, 
and still maintain high production. | 

(2) The simplest kind of shed is 
sufficient for loose run housing. Like- 
wise, less equipment in the way of 
pens and stalls is required. For the 
most part the floor can be dirt with 


concrete used only around the feed 


bunkers, etc. : ‘ 
(3) A milking parlor 1s required for 
the loose housing type of barn. Where 
the cows are fed concentrates while 
being milked, one man with single 
milking machines on the rapid milking 
plan will need about four milking 
stalls. Kour tandem milking stalls 
and a pipeline milking machine will 
keep one operator busy. If there are 
convenient controls on gates and 
doors, and if all operations are con- 
veniently arranged, milking time may 
be reduced by 25 per cent. | a 
(4) Health and comfort conditions 
are good. Udder injuries are greatly 
reduced. Sore an swollen knees, 
shoulders and hocks are practically 
eliminated. Cows can be quickly 
spotted at time of heat, and this in 
part contributes to the better breedings 
er conception and this was narticu- 
arly true of first calf heifers. 
Feeding Costs Lower oe 
(5) Feed consumption may be slight- 
ly higher in the pen barn because of 
better appetites resulting from outside 
air,.sun and exercise. However, feed- 
ing costs on the whole are lower be- 
cause more roughage is consumed and

(6) Bedding requirements are about 
double in the pen barn. 3: 

(7) Manure produced in the Joose 
housing type of barn is packed into'a 
thick layer that is well preserved until 
it can be used to best advantage in the 
field. Further, it need not have the 
undesirable features of a barn yard 
manure pile. Where the roof or ceiling 
is high enough, the manure can be 
loaded on spreaders by a tractor 
mounted loader. Dr. Heizer recom- 
mends a clearance of 13 feet from the 
floor to ceiling or girders when the 
barn is cleaned out, by :the tractor 
loader method, which is once or twice 


a winter. 
Labor Is Saved 

(8) ‘Labor can be saved in the loose 
housing barn that is carefully laid out, 
because feeding is done with short 
chore routes, the barn cleaning is all 
but eliminated (1 man hour per cow 
per year), and milking time can be 
reduced greatly. Overall labor re- 

uirements are about 20 per cent less 
than in the stanchion barns. 

(9) Young stock thrwes in the open 
type of housing. Calves have been 
born in 20 below weather and only 
one lost so far. Week old calves will 
do well in the open cold: barn. 

(10) The loose housing barn permits 
easy changes in herd size and from 
dairy to beef or back .to dairy. 

(11) A high producing cow eats 
more feed, drinks more water and needs 
more space than a low producer. The 
area required per cow therefore de- 
pends on the average production of 
the herd, climate, inside and outside

of cows. The minimum floor space 
per cow is about 90 square feet, with 
at least 60 square feet per cow in the 
loafing area. Restricted passages, 
narrow lanes and sharp corners are 
especially undesirable in loafing areas. 
(12) Feed manger space required 
ranges from 27 inches to 30 inches 
per cow where all eat at one time. 


Insulation Has Some Disadvantages 

(13) The pen barn may or may not 
be insulated. It does not appear 
necessary to insulate. Where double 
walled or insulated buildings have 
been used, it has been found that 
dampness develops in the stable, 
which necessitates a much larger 
amount Xf straw for bedding, and the 
cows are not so easily kept clean. 
Thorough ventilation is important, 
however. The simplest method is to 
have a one-board barn and then to 
leave one door open at all times. Roof 
ventilators will complete the arrange- 
ments for air circulation, but are‘ not 
essential. ' 

(14) The manure pack may build 
up to a depth of about 3 feet. It is 
desirable, therefore, to have the con- 
crete foundation extend up to this 
height. 

Most of the above items show up as 
advartages for the pen barns. There 
are disadvantages of course, some of 
which are as follows: 

(1) The herd does not show off as 
well as in stanchions. 

(2) The milking room will be cold 
at times unless otherwise heated. 

(3) It is necessary to dehorn the 
cows. 

(4) Some operators have experienced 
difficulty with boss cows, if the horns 
are left on. 

(5) There is less protection to the 
herd from infectious diseases. 

(6) Considerably more bedding is 
required to keep the cows clean. 


Has to Be Operated Properly 
As.Dr. Heizer remarks: ‘There 
are benefits to be obtained by the 
opep run pen barn, but no dairy farmer 
should undertake’ operating one with 
the intention of cutting corners. The 
new type barn has to be operated 


‘properly and to a plan like anything 


else in the dairy industry.” 


During the past few years, to my. 


knowledge, one or two Alberta farmers 
have been using the loose house barn 
method. Mr. Tiffin of Lethbridge, 
who milks on an average 60 cows per 
day, has nothing but praise for this 
system of hausing high producing 
dairy cows.

Dear Farm Women: 

Valentine’s month! I was going to 
say how the ‘young people enjoy the 
exchange of the messages of the season. 
But I think I might add that many 
of us older ones have our hearts warmed 
a bit by some of the greetings we re- 
ceive or have our sense’ of humor 
stirred by some of the ridiculous ones. 

It is the month when, in a sense, 
we are still in the heart of winter, but 
we keep noting the lengthening of 
the days, which hints of Spring. 
But we still have some time berore 
the busy days of housecleaning and 
general Spring work. I am going to 
make a plea that vou make use of a 
few minutes of it in writing to your 
Provincial member. 

You remember that last year the 
Alberta Educational Council was at 
work with its first objective of getting 
the Government to pay at least 
50 per cent of the cost of primary and 
secondary education, as some other 
Provinces do. Evidently they did not 
consider the public sufficiently press- 
ing in its demand, for they raised it 
only to some 30 per cent. 

Not a Party Movement 

You remember that this body is in 
no sense a “party’’ movement. Whe- 
ther you are the most confirmed 
Conservative, Liberal, Social Crediter, 
C.C.F.-er, or what you will, realize 
that. It is made up of such Province- 
wide organizations as the Municipal 
Districts,- School Trustees, Teachers, 
Women’s Institute, to name but a few 
of them, co-operating with our various 
farm organizations and many city 
municipal and cultural bodies who see 
the necessity of it. 

We must realize that the conception 
of the local school room with a teacher 
with a low salary who taught the 
three “‘R’s’” and nothing else, is a 
thing of the past. Public opinion 
everywhere in Canada and the United 
States is demanding a higher salary 
for the teachers. Services are being 
given through the school which were 
never considered,—just as in our 
homes, we are considering necessities 
what we once looked on as luxuries. 
School life is being more interesting, 
and it is hoped a period of broader 
development. All of which makes for 
increased expenditure. 

In some instances, teacherages have 
to be built. It is not now accepted 
that Mrs. So-and-so has to board the 
teacher,’ however unsatisfactory it 
might have been for both her and the 
teacher. New schools must be built 
in many places with better equipment. 
There is a change every place. 

Local Taxation Can’t Meet Need 


And the manner of financing needs 
to be changed as well. Local taxation 
cannot supply these increased expenses, 
and the Province, with its wider 
opportunity for taxation, must come 
to our educational assistance to a 
greater degree. The present method 
is unfair, and most unwise business 
management. * It is in the interests 
of the Province in every sense that it 
contribute much more generously to 
the education of our boys and girls— 
its greatest asset. 

Perhaps it is a bit of an effort to go 
get that pen, but do go and write to 
your provincial M.L.A. and get your 
men folk to sign the letter as well, 
and further than that, urge your 
neighbors to do the same. And I 
hope never again after this session 
of the Legislature to have to urge 
any such action.

Farm Home and Garden 


Canning Meat (Uncooked): Scald 
jars, and keep hot. Cut meat into 
convenient pieces for serving; small 
bones may be left in. Pack into jars 
to within 1/2 inch of top, add 1 tsp. 
salt per quart (no liquid), adjust 
rubber and partially seal. Process for 
1 hour at 15 lbs. pressure or in water 
bath for three hours, counting only 
time of actual boiling. Seal, invert 
-jars for 20 minutes to test for leaks, 
turn jars before fat hardens. 

Fruit Sponge: Soak 2 tbs. gelatine 
in 1/2 cup cold’ milk; to 21/2 cups 
scalded milk add 1/2 cup sugar, 1/4 
tsp. salt, 1 tsp. vanilla, add soaked 
gelatine and stir until dissolved. Chill, 
when partly set ada 1 cup diced fruit— 
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orange, pineapple, dates, cooked 
prunes, pears, peaches, or apricots. 

House Plants: is the title of pub- 
lication 798 of the Dominion Depart- 
-ment of Agriculture, Ottawa, from 
whom copies can be secured. It deals 
in detail with the care of many differ- 
ent house plants, and gives a great deal 
of useful information.

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Life Svan of Cereal Seeds 


In ordinary storage, especially in 
drier climates, the life-span of many 
cereal seeds exceeds 15 years, states 
Dr. F. J. Greaney in a recent bulletin 
of the Line Elevators Farm Service. 
Tests of wheat produced in Saskatche- 
wan in the years 1928 to 1937, which 
had been stored in an unheated build- 
Ing, gave the following results in 
germination tests, sample 8 years old, 
97 per cent, 9 years, 89 per cent, 10 
years, 53 per cent, 11 years, 79 per 
cent, 12 years, 74 per cent, 13 years, 
75 per cent, 14 years, 64 per cent, 
15 years, 23 per cent, 16 years, 39 

er cent, 17 years, 14 per cent. The 
Ow germination of the 10 year sample 
was due to shrivelling by stem rust. 
The above results, concludes Dr. 
Greaney, support the common belief 
that under cool, dry storage conditions 
cereal seed retains a fairly high ger- 
mination capacity for at least ten years.

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The Wheat Situation

While the decline in wheat prices in 
United States grain exchanges caused 
some fears of an impending recession, 
there appears to be little danger of 


continuously falling prices tor that 
cereal. The United States price parity 
policy provides an anchor at a figure 
of somewhere around $2 a bushel. 
The Canadian Parliament will be 
asked to increase the Wheat Board 
payment for Canadian wheat to $1.55 
a bushel, basis 1 northern at the term- 
inal. This will be in effect until 
July 31st, 1950. 

it is true that the world wheat situ- 
ation shows prospects of an improved 
supply. Furthermore, the high prices 
demanded by certain exporting coun- 
tries have been beyond the capacit 
of European nations to pay. If sue 
high prices were to persist, Furope 
would have to exist at least partially 
on charity, or else grow more wheat 
at home. 

Prospects in Europe | 

Europe has had an exceptionally 
and the autumn-sown 
grains are greening several wecks 
ahead of their usual time. Prospects 
tor a goud croup appear bright, but a 
sudden freeze would do irreparable 
damage. 

The Australian crop is estimated at 
226 miition bushels, largest in that 
Commonwealth's history. Argentina 
expects a crop of 235 million bushels, 
which is better than previously ex- 
pected. Heavy snows have provided 
protection tor the United States. winter 
wheat belt, and the crop there will 
certainly get a good start. Neverthe- 
less, there is little liklihood of bur- 
densome surpluses of wheat making 
an appearance tor some time to come. 
World reserves have been dissipated 
and cannot readily be built up. 


Ask Packing Plants 
Be Declared Works 
for Public Benefit 


Declaration by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment that. ‘‘all meat packing plants 
are‘works for the general 
Canada” was asked by the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture at the recent 
annual sessions. 

Such a declaration was ca'led for 


“with a view to enacting legislation 


to compel] parties to arbitrate within 
a given period of time after a dispute 
arises.” It was further asked “that 
until such arbitration proceedings are 
completed, strikes and lockouts be 
prohibited, and that in arbitration 
proceedings the organized producer 
shall have official representation.” 
Would Control Protein Feeds 
The meeting asked that export 
permits for oilcake meal be refused 
until needs of Canadian livestock 
feeders are met.
